Unprecedented ef- 
forts to dispose of the case were 
made by the immigration officials, and 
they succeeded practically in “clearing 
the decks” for positive action tomor- 
row.

public here today by Wilson. The 
letter was written in Indlanapolia, 


Ind, August 25. In part, Wilson 
wrote: 

“I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your note of August 
14, transmitting a copy of a tele- 
graphic instruction of the Depart- 
ment of State to the American Am- 
bassador in London, directing him te 
disclaim all responsibility on the part 
of this government for an interview 
attributed to me. The closing parfa- 
graph of the instructions referred to 
states that ‘the President regrets ex- 
ceedingly that a diplomatic offietal. 
of this government should have been 
guilty of such an impropriety.” The 
last paragraph of your notes to me 
states that ‘the President does 
go further at this (me, because 
takes it for granted,that the action 
which he has. been obliged to take In 
this matter will be to you a sufficient 
reminder of your official obligations.” 

Wilson calls attention te memo- 
or his dated August agree- 
ing to refrain from public comment 
on the instructions of the Ambass:- 
dor in London or the note to himeelf, 
but adds that he “must respectfully 
decline to accept as Jefinite or just 
the action of the President or the 
department over which you are Presi- 
dent” in this matter. “There is,” he 
writes, “a just limit te patient silence, 
and I shall net permit myself te be 
made the victim of a hasty and wun- 
merited rebuke without placing on 
record with you my earnest and sel- 
emn protest.” 

REVIEWS EPISODE. 
Wlison then reviews the cireum- 
stances leading up to the Instructions 
to the Ambassador in London. A Lon- | 
don dispatch was published in this 
country, August 11, stating that one 
of the factors determining British 
recognition of the Mexican vrovisional 
government was the “congratulatory 
speech of the Americen Ambassador 
on the occasion of Huerta’s reception 
to the diplomatic corps” Wilson 
says he did not belleve this came 
from an official British source, and 
had decided to maintain an attitude 
of reserve, until, on the next two days, 
he read tn the press articles “evident- 
ly inspired from administration 
sources, containing expressions of 
gratification over the supposed propi- 
tilatory explanation” of the British 
government. 
“It seemed apparent to me that this 
was the first evidence of your inten- 
tion to publicly question my official 
acts,” he continues, “and I according-~- 
ly gave to the press the interview re- 
ferred to.” The interview, he de- 
clares, “could not possibly be con- 
strued as an expression of the views 
of this administration,” Mr. Bryan al- 
ready announced Wllsen’s volun- 
tary resignation. He continues: 
“Thereupon, with tem pestuous 
haste, and apparently prompted by 
partisan zeal, you dispatched an in- 
struction to the American Ambassador 
In London, directing him to apologize 
for language uttered by me which was 
not in the least degree offensive, and 
which was based entirely upon the as- 
sumption that the supposed expression 
of the British government was a ma- 
licilous fabrication. You thus hastily 
proceeded without ascertaining wheth- 
er either the supposed expressions by 
the British government or my com- 
ment thereon were veritable: and as 
has since been developed, your action 
caused the greatest possible surprise 
to the government of Great Britains, 
which did not know it had been of- 
fended, and had no official knowledge 
of the views attributed to it. 

“Thus, through pique, you hare 
spontaneously and unjustly discredited 
a diplomatic officer of this government 
and at the same time have exposed te 
the British Foreign Office the sptrit 
of hazardous adventure which pre- 
sides over the Department of State, 
and the possibility of errors at any 
moment tn future di ex- 
changes. 

“That the President of the United 
States, whom I know to possess high 
and patriotic ideals, and whose lofty 
purposes ought never to be ques 
tioned by any American citizen, should 
lend himself to the hasty criticiem of 
an old and tried official of the govern. 
ment, upon totally urwarranted and

SHE’S PLANNING 
A HUNGER STRIKE. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—‘If I am 
deported, the ship taking me back 
will carry me to my death.” 
These words, carrying a veiled 
threat of a hunger strike, were 
uttered today in the immigration de- 
tention station on Ellis Island by 
Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the Eng«- 
lish militant suffragette who arrived 
here yesterday on the steamer La 
Provence, and who was ordered de- 
ported as an undesirable alien. An 
appeal against deportation will be 
lodged with Immigration Commis- 
sioner Caminett! in Washington is ex- 
pected to be decided tomorrow. When 
word was received that Commissioner 
Caminetti had declined today to ad- 
mit her to bail, Mra. Pankhurst pre- 
pared again to sleep at the immigra- 
tion station tonight. 
Mrs. Pankhurst kept to her ‘dect- 
sion of yesterday not to begin a 
hunger strike while the prospects 
seemed favorable to an early decision 
of her case. Her appetite, in fact, 
wes good and she appeared to relish 
each of the three meals sent to her 


room. 

At 9 o'clock Mrs. Blatch, Mrs. John 
Rodgers, Jr., and Miss Alice Perkins 
were ushered into Mrs. Pankhurst’s 
room. “I am a prisoner, don't for- 
get that,” she told them. She added 
that she was awaiting the verdict of 
the Washington immigration author- 
ities with a little impatience. 

“Tl have never submitted to unjust 
imprisonment in England,” said Mrs. 


| Pankhurst, “and I will not submit to 


it here. If the steamer La Provence 
carries me from New York next 
Thursday, as the result of an order 
issued by the immigration authorities 
in Washington, the steamer will cirry 
me to my death. I feel that! can 
not last long after six hunger strikes 
-—not much more than twenty-four 
hours—if I enter upon a seventh. 

“As a result of these hunger 
strikes my stomacn is in a weakened 
condition. 

“I do not fully understand my de- 
tention. This moral turpitude clause 
is vague and difficult to understand. 
I suppose, however, that the mean- 
ing of it all will be made plain be- 
fare long.” 

“If you are taken back and im- 
prisoneqd will you go upon another 
hunger strike?" she was asked. 

“Certainly,” was the emphatic re- 
piy. “As far as any action which 
the authorities at Washington may 
take is concerned, I will only say 
that if such action upholds the de- 
cision of the special board of Inquiry, 
which ordered my deportation. I will 
go to any extreme to secure my en- 
trance to the United States. It is 
my purpose to remain here only until 
December. when I will safll away.” 

“By ‘any_extreme,’ do you mean a 
hunger strike?” asked.

THE DRIFT OF THE AGES 18 SLOWLY 
UPWARD; NOBLER THINGS GAIN 

ASCENDANCY. 

At the First Christian Church yes- 
terday, Rev. Russell F. Thrapp an- 
swered the question: “Ig the world 
growing better’” “Say not tnou, 
what is the cause that the former 
days were better than these. For 
thou dost not inquire wisely con- 
cerning this thing.” 

“The writer was right,” he said. 
“Not only is there a better day com- 
ing, as we sing and believe, but it 
has already come and we are living 
in its glorious light. As compared 
with the ‘former days, this w the 
best day the world has ever seen. 
True, then can, and do point out 
some special features in which they 
allege that the world has gone back- 
ward since their childhood, but even 
granting that this is true, it does not 
prove that in the wide, general view 
of things, the world has not made 
fmmense progress. We have grown 
in Christian charity, m a deeper in- 
terest In social probiems, in educa- 
tion, in humanitarian methods for 
dealing with the unfortunate, in all 
that goes to make life happier and 
sweeter. 

“It is highly probable that there 
is more wickedness in the world than 
there was a hundred years ago and just 
as probable that there is more right- 
eousness than at any previous time.

CHARLIE VOLZ, 
BIG HELP TO THE BEARS. 


TRAINER 


NIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 

Oct. 17.-—When «4 great suto 

classic is won, drivers are 
cheered and machines lauded. The 
welkin rings with praise for the 
cool-headed men behind the wheels 
and for the wonderful power and 
speed of the cars. But in all the 
turmoll and excitement, fiothing is 
heard of the grimy mechanician 
who tuned and trimmed them to. 
perfection, who discovered flaks be- 
fore they developed, and coaxed 
every part fairly into eagerness to 
run. So it is in football. 

The intercollegiate, baitle over, the 
team, the drivers of the fine scoring 
machine ithe coaches have bullt, are 
carried homeward on the shoulders 
of their fellows, hats flying and pen- 
mants waving, while the coaches, 
clever designers of the engine, ara 
dined and feted. But the trainer, the 
man who cured the “charley-horse,” 
fended off staleness, and groomed and 
manipulated aching joints, is almost 
forgotten. Hg is the mechanician 
who works over the team many weeks 
before the final contest, repairing and 
strengthening every Weak part, and 
then, when the final battle is come, 
it is he who stays in the pit, ever 
ready for emergencies. 

CLOSE TO PLAYERS. 

‘The general public knows the 
trainer only as the man who squats 
along side lines, and even then 
is only the ever-present jug and 
satchel] that brings recognition. But 


on 
the players know him and to them he 


is often closer than the cogch, for 
the coach must maintain a dignity 
and authority, sometimes severe, in 
order that he may get the best out of 
his men, while the trainer, as he 
mends broken heads and sooths tired 
muséles, is a sympathizer, a sort of 
masculine mother. He khows when 
men need “babying”’ and when they 
need derision. He studics each per— 
sonality and physique, rot with the 
idea of what it can do for the team, 
but with the thought uppermost of 
what he, the trainer, can do to make 
it stronger and better. The trainer 
oft times knows more about the men 
than they do themselves. 

At California there is a qulet man 
by the name of “Charlie” Vols, who 
conditions athietes. During football 
games he crouches by the line, attired 
in a faded football suit, with his grey 
cap jammed far down over his eyes. 
Between games he stays close to his 
shop th the training quarters, bulld- 
ing up and strengthening human 
mechaniems. He ts the pit-man of 
the Blue and Gold football machine. 

think# training t the 
only job worth having in the whole 
world. Conditioning and training are 
his religion and his gospel is clean 
living and plenty of exercise. 

Volz been at California for 
seven years and is a graduate trained 
nurse. The coming big game is the 
seventh for which he has trained 
men. Three times he’ has put foot- 
ballers-in shape to humble the Car- 
dinal, and once to tie with them. Just 
now “Charlie” is absorbed in coaxing 
the 1918 varsity proper trim.

A great deal of discretion must be 
used, nevertheless, for some men 
never know when to quit. Here the 
trainer has to fall back on his knowl- 
edge of the individual man and upon 
his knowledge of anatomy. He must 
be quick to distinguish between a 
sprain and 4 fracture, and between 
an injury that should keep a man off 
of his feet and one which will not 
suffer should he stil] report for prac- 


tice. 

The really successful trainer must 
have the intuition of a woman, the 
knowledge of a doctor and a deep 
understanding of men. The intuition 
will tell him quickly when a man is 
“all in,” the knowledge what is best 
to do ond the understanding how best 
to handle his patient..

The New Tariff. 
PASADENA, Oct, 20.—[To the 
tor of The Times: Taxation, as a 
theoreticai abst on, ts a subject 
concerning which I know about as 
t© say, nothing. It may be that con- 
sumers will be vastly benefited by re- 


2 cents per pound, as is done in the 
new tariff? law, and [I wili admit the 
somewhat esoteric fact for argument. 
But I em quite convinced that a mis- 
take was made in reducing the tariff 
on lemons, figuring practically and 
casting theories aside. 

Some years ago the government re- 
duced the tax on manufactured to- 
pacco 2 cents per pound, theoretically 
making it 60 much cheaper to the con- 
sumer. ‘I'he vast majority of the to- 
oacco tax is paid on plug chewing to- 
bacco. Taking, 46 an exampie, one of 
the most popular brands of this torm 
of tobacco, known as “star” and made 
by Liggett & Myers of st. Louis, the 
practical effect or the reduction 
worked out this way: 

The whoitesaie price of Star tobacco 
was around 25 cents per pound, the 


one-fifth of a pound for a dime. When 
the retailer at 
first bought at the former price less 
the reduction, selling still one-fifth of 
& pound for the same i0 cents, and 
meeting With no objection from the 
consumer. 

After a short time the manufactur- 


venefited by the reduction and that he 
“ase eatisfed with his former profit, 
a@vanced the price and kept the 2 
cents for themselves. Wn an output 
vf 25,000,000 pounds per annum this 
was $500,000 excra prortit for one fac- 
cory alone, the government revenues 
auffering a great loss and consumers 
profiting nothing. . 

Now, the reduction of 1 cent per 
pound in the tariff on lemons may 
easily apeli distress, or even disaster, 
tor California growers of lemons. As 
this amounts to only about 2 cents per 
dozen, no om familiar with the trade 
tn lemons imagines tor a moment that 


of the reduction.: The retail price of 


lemons steps by 5 cents per dozen, up 
or down, according to changes In sea-— 
sons and demand, and any chanee in. 
the tariff of cents a dozen will, In| 
the words of Col. Roosevelt, “get lost 
in the shuffie,” just as the 2 cents re- 
duction in the topnacco tax was. _ i!
